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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 13-30, 95, and 96 are pending. Claims 13 and 95 have been amended 
and claims 31-94 and 97-129 have been cancelled in this communication filed 11/10/08 
entered as Response After Non-Final Action. 

2. The terminal disclaimer filed 02/14/08 has been entered. 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims13-30 drawn to a method for creating, formatting or editing a 
database representing a three dimensional physical environment for 
verifying the sufficiency of at least one raster image, using the resulting 
verified set of data to generate at least one formatted drawing or set of 
formatted data, and rendering a three dimensional view representation of 
the physical environment, classified in class 707, subclass 100. 

II. Claims 95 and 96, drawn to a method for creating, formatting or editing a 
database defining a computerized representation of a physical 
environment in which an in-building or campus wireless communication 
network may be deployed for scaling at least one raster image, generating 
an editable drawing or database from at least one scaled raster image, 
adding one or more objects representing an entity of the physical 
environment, and using the modified drawing or database in a 
communications engineering or network management application, 
classified in class 345, subclass 629. 
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The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following 
reasons: 

Inventions I and II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, 
modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the 
different inventions have different scopes, furthermore they have different modes of 
operation thus yielding different effects and are not capable of use together for the 
reason set forth. 

Restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper because all these 
inventions listed in this action are independent or distinct for the reasons given above 
and there would be a serious search and examination burden if restriction were not 
required because one or more of the following reasons apply:
